With her were two little sisters, Silla and 
Bernice. 

It was perhaps 8:30 o’clock when the 
sisters went into the store and left Hazel 
alone in the street. 

It was about fifteen minutes later when 
the mother came home from a theater and 
inquired for the little girl. She wentinto 
the street and called, “ Hazel, Haz—sel.” 

Carries Body Into House. 

The mother was still searching the 
neighborhood when a few minutes after 
8 o'clock Mrs. Arthur Thebault answered 
a frenzied knocking at the back door of 
her first floor apartment at 2638 Warren. 
avenue. 

A man stood at the door shouting for 
help. He stumbied in and ran through 
the kitchen into the lighted dining room. 
bearing the body of e girl in his arms. 

Neighbors poured in and swarmed 
about the dining room trying to minister 
to the little girl, apparently alive, but un- 
conscious. 

“She Is Dead.”—Doctor. 

It was but a few moments later when 
the Warren avenue police received a re- 
port of a crime and were directed to the 
Thebault residence. Sergt. James Flem- 
ing stepped into the crowded dining room 
at the head of a detail just as Dr. C. V. 
King of 2350 Jackson boulevard looked 
up from his examination of the child. 
“She is dead. I can't do anything for 
her,” he said. 

The excited man who had brought in 
the child's body had been sitting stlent 
until he saw the pulicomen. 

Says He Stumbled Over Body. 

“ Here is someta og I tc. und stuffed in 
her mouth. I stumbled over her body in 
the alley back of the house,” he said. 

A policeman took the crumpled rag 
handed over by the man and unfolded It. 
It was a piece of the child’s clothing. 

“Who are you?” 

* Boswell C. F. Smith,” the man said. 

“ Where do you live?” 

* At 2025 Walnut street. I’m in the pickle 
business.”’ 

* What were you doing tn the alley?” 

Smith looked about him in bewilder- 
ment. 

“ Come along to the station.” 

Here’s Smith’s Story. 

Smith told thig story: 

“I got home from work about 5:30 
o'clock. My mother was out and my wife 
was gone. I stayed about twenty min- 
utes and went out. 

“I spent a few minutes in a saloon at 
Madison and Campbell and went west to 
Fall street and then north to about the 
second alley.

Baggagemen, Wisdivcnesdin. and 
Freight Handlers Unite with En- 
gine Hands on Sixty-seven Lines. 


A strike by practically all the employés 
of sixty-seven railroad lines west of Chi- 
cago was threatened yesterday. The ex- 
ecutive committee of the freight handlers, 
clerks, baggagemen, warehousemen, and 
trainmen voted to refer the question of a 
walkout to a strike vote.

At a meeting held yesterday it was de- 
cided to join their organizations with 
those of the engineers and firemen, andit 
is likely all the employés wil] go out at 
the same time if a strike is determined 
upon. 

An ultimatum will be prepared to be sent 
to the board of managers this week.

‘They insist that the government now 
has every means of knowing what is 
going on under the surface in Philippine 
affairs that it ever has had. 


Aguinaldo Meets Old Aids. 

The information given THE TRIBUNE is 
to the effect that the insurrectionary plot 

has ‘been hatched by the leaders of the 
Katipunan, a secret society which has 
been organized in all parts of the islands, 
and that Aguinaldo is deeply involved 
in the conspiracy. 

The American government once tried 
unsuccessfully to suppress the Katipun- 
an, but concluded that more could be 
accomplished by close surveillance of the 
leaders. This society, the members of 
which sign its a@ith in their own blood, 
has a deep seated hold on the native pop- 
ulation and would be a formidable body 
to deal with in an insurrection. 

Although Aguinaldo is described in the 
reports to the war department as spend- 
ing his days quietly cultivating his acres 
in Cavite province, other reports depict 
him as receiving mysterious visits from 
Mascardo, one of the old insurgent gener- 
ais, and other leaders of the radical party 
which is demanding immediate independ- 
ence. 

Funds Easy to Obtain. 

With the Filipinos in control of the local 
government it would be easy for them 
to obtain ample funds for the financing 
of an insurrection according to one of the 
officials interviewed today. These funds 

could be secretly employed for the pur- 
chase and importation of arms and for 
procuring the equipment necessary to a 
puccessful outting the cable, which is 
expensive. 

The war department is confident that 
nd arms have been imported so far by 
any Filipino faction, although it admits 
it cannot be certain of this fact. There 
are several points on the east and on 
the northwest coast of Luzon where it 
- would be possible for large shipments of 
arms to be landed without the knowledge 
of the army officers. 

In previous sporadic insurrections mu-

Japan May Stir Trouble.

Japanese interests are supplying arms in 
large quantities. If that be the case 
they admit that almost anything may 
happen. 

Some authorities. believe that Japan 
would like to stir up trouble for the 
United States in the Philippines and the 
Hawalian islands, while this country is 
occupied with the Mexican affair, and 
then seize the opportunity to press a set- 
tlement of the California land dispute. 
There are thousands of Japanese in the 
Philippines and many of them are be- 
lieved to be_agents interested in promot- 
ing a revolution of the natives. 


tthe Japanese at one time wefe intent 
upon making trouble for the United 
States in the Mexican affair. A Japanese 
named Osekawa offered to raise a body of 
Japanese troops to enlist with Carranza. 
The Constitutionalist leader was consid- 
ering the proposition when the Washing- 
ton administration conveyed to him the 
hint that acceptance of the offer would 
be considered an unfriendly act.’ Sc Car- 
ranza refused the Japanese recruits. 


Army Men Are Confident. 
The war department is confident that 
any insurrection that might materialize 


-in the Philippines can be suppressed in 


itsincipiency. The army officials say that 
the insurrectos would gain nothing by 
cutting the cable, for there are half a 
dozen wireless stations from which com- 
munications could be sent to American 
naval vessels in the island waters. . 
There are 12,000 regular United States 
soldiers now in the islands. The Philip- 
pine scouts number 5,000 and the con- 
stabulary 5,000. All army officers agree 
that the scouts would be loyal to the 
United States in the event of an uprising, 
but there seems to be much difference of 
opinion regarding the attitude of the con- 
stabulary. In addition to theBe forces 
there are the reserves, numbering 30,000, 
composed of nearly all the American resi- 
dents and many of the English and Ger- 
‘mans in the islands. 
Of the regular troops, 4,000 are quar- 
tered at Fort McKinley, a short distance 
from Manila, with trolley car connéc- 
tions. 
be pushed into Manila within half an hour. 
Sixty miles distant, at Fort Stotsenberg, 
are 4,000 more regulars. The department 
considers these forces sufficient to put 
down any uprising in Manila ahd other 
parte of Luzon. 


Natives Distrust Motives. 
The present unrest in the Philippines fs 
a‘tributec directly to the distrust which 
the natives hold for the Democratic party. 
They believe that the new Jonés bill, to 
be introduced this week, without a definite 
date for the freeing of the islands from 
American control is a fraud perpetrated 
on them by the administration. The 
radical element is ready to take up arms 


{In this connection it is recalled that: 


These troops, it is stated, could® 
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now in order to get what they want. The 
Democratic platform, adopted at the Bal- 
timore convention in 1912, says: ie 
“ We favor an immediate declaration of 
the nation’s purpose to recognize the in- 
dependence of the Philippine islands as 
soon as a stable government can be estab- 
lished, such independence to be guaran- 
teed by us until the neutralization of the 


jislands can be secured by treaty with 


other powers.” 

Representative Jones of Virginia, chair- 
man of the house insular affairs commit- 
tee at the time this plank was written in 
the platform, has pending in the house a 
bill granting the Filipinos their indepen- 
dence at the expiration of a period of 
eight years. Democratic politicians as- 
sured the Philippine delegates in Wash- 
ington and the prominent party leaders 
in the islands that the Jones bill would be 
enacted into law. 


Harrison Choice First Step. 

The first step towards carrying out the 
Democratic policy was taken last year, 
when Francis Burton Harrison of New 
York was appointed governor general of 
the islands and chairman of the Philip- 
pine commission. President Wilson then 
made what is regarded here as the most 
vital mistake in handling the independ- 
ence question. He appointed five Fili- 
pinos and four Americans to the Philip- 
pine commission, which in local govern- 
mental matters is known is the council. 
Until he did this the Filipinos never had 
more than one member. 

The council as now constituted las 
worked harmoniously with the assembly. 
For three years prior to President Wil- 
60n’s appointment of a majority of Fill- 
pinos «appropriations for local work in 
the islands were held up by disagree- 
ments between the council and assembly. 
The latter wanted the appropriations 
made strictly as the Filipinos desired and 
the former insisted on directing the ex- 
penditure of the money. Since the natives 
have been in full control of both assembly 
and council, however, appropriations 
have been made and Filipinos have direct- 
ed the work.

Rochester, N. Y., July 7.—That decayed 
teeth may be the cause of inflammatory 
rheumatism and heart, kidney and other 
diseases is a conclusion of the scientific 
foundation and research commission, pre- 
sented tonight in its report to the National 
Dental association, which is in convention 
here. ‘Investigation with rabbits has 
shown that when injections of the virus of 
a tooth abscess are made they die within 
a few days, or, upon being killed, show 
heart muscles badly deteriorated, serious 
kidney troubles, joint diseases, and ar- 
teries broken down.

BURN BODIES TODAY. 


Authorities Refuse to Permit 
Delay of Funerals Until 
Saturday. 


New York, July 7.—The ashes of three 


hof the victims of last week’s dynamite 


explosion wiil be the object of public 
mourning by anarchists, Industrial Work- 
ers of the World, and other sympathizers 
in Union square Saturday afternoon, ac- 
cording to an announcement tonight by 
Alexander Berkman, anarchist. 

The plan of Berkman, Leonard Abbott, 
president of the Free Speech league, and 
others to hold public services Saturday 
for the three men who are dead, Arthur 
Caron, Charles Berg, and Carl Hansen, 
was blocked today by the refusal of the 
health authorities to allow the bodies to 
remain unburied until that day. 


Will Cremate Victims Today. 
The bodies must be disposed of by to- 
morrow morning, and they will he cre- 
mated, according to Berkman’s plans. 
The friends of the three men, accord- 
ing to Berkman, purpose to set up urns 
containing the ashes and pronounce the 
men martyrs while the police are being 
denounced. 


Sinclair’s ‘Sentence Confirmed. 

The sentence imposed upon Upton Sin- 
clair last April on a charge of disorderly 
conduct for attempting publicly to rebuke 
John D. Rockefeller for his attitude in 
the Colorado strike situation today was 
confirmed in the Court of General Ses- 
sions. When given the alternative in the 
magistrate’s court of paying a fine of $5 
or serving three days in the Tombs Sin- 
clair chose the latter and began a hunger 
strike. He served two days of his sen- 
tence and then his wife paid the remain- 
der of the fine. 

According to Judge Crain's opinion 
given today, “no citizen has a right to 
rebuke another citizen by subjecting him 
to ridicule or insult.”

ROAD BIDS SBT FOR JULY 22. 


State Aid Highways in Cook 
Cut to Twelve Miles. 


WIDENED TO 18 FEET. 


Concrete to Be Used in Four Differ- 
ent Pieces of Work. 


Bids for the construction of twelve and 
one-half out of twenty-one miles of state 
aid roads in Cook county, for which the 
county board has made appropriation, 
will be opened at Springtieid, probably 
on July 22. 

These bids will cover: 


Six miles along Milwaukee evenue 
from city limits, : 

Four miles along Western avenue 
{rom southern limits of Blue Isiand. 

One mile along Halsted street, south 
of One Hundred and Thirty-eigntn 
street. 

Ove and one-half miles along South 
Park avenue, south of Harvey. 


Eighteen Feet Wide. 

The new roads will be eighteen feet 
in width and of concrete construction. 
As originally planned twenty-one miles of 
road were to have been constructed, but 
the county board's specifications called 
for a width of only sixteen feet.

It stays in the vicinity of tae.place where it was 
born, and the people who permitted the pools of 
stagnant water to be eradies for the wrigglers later 
receive the poisonous attentions ef the matured fe- 
male. ; 

Proof was given in Panama thaz the mosquito 
can be exterminated. There it caused death. There 
the swamps sent out disease. They were cleaned 
out. A pest swept region was made clean and hab- 
itable. . 

What was done in Panama can be done else- 
where. That ean be proved. Ravinia park is a focal 
point on the north shore.

the walls are bony. The head carrtes the 
brain in a bony case. The chest carrics 
the lungs and heart likewise in a bony 
case. The abdomen and pelvis constitute 
ean exception. At that the method of 
formation of the abdeminal wall during 
fetal Ufe is the largest factor in producing 
bernie. 

Hernia runs tn families. One man found 
@ family history of hernia in one-thira 
of his cases. Another man found that 
more than half of 700 hernias were con- 
genital.

Some of the external sexual organs 
start their development in the abdomen, 
and about the middie of feta. life push 
their way to the outside. This leaves 
a weak area, the inguinal ring, in the 
abdominal wall through which a hernia 
can escape either then or la:er. 

The great blood vessel of the leg its 
formed in the abdomen and pushes its 
way into the leg. The point of exit, the 
fomoral ring, makes another weak area, 

Until after birth the great blood ves- 
sels which feed the child enter through 
the umbilicus, making another weak 
ring. 

There are an even dozen of these weak 
areas in the abdominal wall. In about 
half of them an open canal persists until 
after birth. Not that there is an opening 
through the skin; that is extremely rare. 
The skin ts only a covering. It has but 
little strength. The weakness is in the 
muscles and fascia, layerspwhich should 
be, and elsewhere are, tough and strong.

Tf a man, as he walks rapidly along, 
will hold the palm of his hand against 
his abdomen, he will feel the jolt of his 
organs against the wall with each step. 
But that jolt is nothing as compared 
with the drive of coughing, sngezing, and 
vomiting. 

In a fit of coughing the intestinal drive 
against the abdominal wall so hard that 
occasionally some weak place gives, and 
into the open space a loop of intestines 
pushes. This is what is called an ac- 
quired hernia.

Lord Newton has sometimes been de- 
scribed aa the Henry Labouchere of the 
house of lords, owing to the sparkle, the 
unconventionality, and the breesiness of 
his clever speeches, It wae he, indeed, 
who immortalized his friend, Lord Rose- 
bery, by describing him as “a sort of 
political prima donna."’ | 

However, he has none of the reckless- 
ness and unreliability that 80 often 
marred the witty utterances and writings 
of Mr. Labouchere. His assertions con- 
sequently carry infinitely more weight 
and command much more credence. 

When his independence of character and 
his habit of going straight te the point 
in what he says lead him to e any 
charge, it is always felt, even by his po- 
litical foes, that he has ample foundation 
for his accusations. . |

Washington, D. C., July 7—Foreign 
manufacturers sent into the United Statee 
during the first eight months of the new 
tariff system just 8.8 per cent more of 
their finished product than they did under 
the old tariff system. This was pointed 
out tonight by Secretary Redfield as am- 
ple demonstration that there was no 
ground for the fears of American fac- 
tory owners that they would be driven 
from business by the Democratic tariff. 

Importation of! foodstuffs showed a 
large percentage of increase in the eight 
months which ended with May, while 
foodstuff exports fell off substantially. 
There was a relatively small reduction in 
the amount of completed manufactures 
exported.

*“ The figures,"’ Secretary Redfield said, 
“ show, as it is normal they should, the 
results of the world-wide depression in 
commerce as modified by our own short- 
age of foodstuffs, arising from the inade- 
quate crops of last year, which condition 
is rapidly passing away. 

“They indicate also that our compet- 
ing power in manufacturing is well sus- 
tained, because at a time when our com- 
mercial rivals aré eager to sell and un- 
willing to buy the item of exports of 


fully finished matufactures is depressed 
relatively little amd the item of imports 
of finished manwtfactures is increased 
relatively little.’’® 

In the line of finished manufactures, Mr. 
Redfield said the United States was main- 
taining its foreign business well. 


Less Foodstuffs Exported. 

Out of a total decrease in exports for 
the eight months of $145,703,640, more 
than $128,000,000 was in foodstuffs and 
manufactures for further use in manu- 
facturing. 

Total imports for the eight months were 
$1,288,656,041, compared with $1,233,519,- 
365 for the same/period last year. Free 
merchandise for the two periods was, re- 
spectively, $S800,214.038 and $683,015,455. 
Total exports were $1,640,367,305, against 
$1, 786,070, 945. ,

INDIAN YEARS IN PRISON 
GIVEN PARDON BY WILSON, 


Blackfoot Who Killed White Man 
Released—Discovered by Tribe 
' After Thirty-four Years. 


Washington, D.C., July 7.—After thirty- 
four years behind the bars under life sen- 
tence for murder, Spopee, a Blackfoot 
Indian, was pardoned today by President 
Wilson. He will be released at once from 
the federal hospital for the Ineane here. 

A party of the Blackfoot tribe, sight- 
seeing in Washington months ago, hap- 
pened upon Spopee. They established his 
tribal identity through an Indian song 
and one of the interpreters recognized in 
him the hero of the old legend. 

Officials of the Indian office, advised of 
the diacovery, began an investigation 
which led to the pardon. 

Spopee was charged with the murder of 
a white man near the Canadian boundary. 

After Spopee’s conviction and sentence 
to death he maintained absolute silence. 
His conduct was so unusual that he was 
believed to be insane and was brought to 
the federal hospital here. 

Spopee, speaking through an interpre- 
ter, explained tonight how he had fought 
against the insidious environment of the 
insane asylum. He had treasured an old 
picture of heaven, and whenever his fei- 
low prisoners started a brain-racking 
demonstration he said he “ thought of the 
picture ’’ and maintained the self-control

FIFTH ROUND—Ritchie landed on 
the face, Welsh replying with a left to 
the jaw. Ritchie then sent a straight 
to the jaw and a heavy body biow. 
Ritehie forced the fighting, but was re- 
peatedly cautioned for holding. 


SIXTH ROUND—Ritchle’s left eye 
seemed to be slightly swollen as the 
round started. Welsh's left eye alro 
was damaged. Ritchie played for the 
bad eye. Welsh dodged a right hand 
swing aimed at the injured optic. 
Welsh's footwork was much the 
quicker, but his blows seemed to have 
less steam than the American's. 

ROUND — Half of the 
round had passed before Ritchle began 
forcing the fighting. He landed two 
smart blows on the face. Welsh re- 
sponded, but the American covered up 
and the round ended in Rit« hie’s favor. 

EIGHTH ROUND—The work of both 
fighters thus far had been constant and 
sharp. Most of the fighting had been 
body fighting, ending inclinches. Welsh 
began to husband his etrength in the 
clinches. He then put on more steam 
and landed a good body «blow. He 
seemed fresher at the end than at the 
beginning of the round. 

NINTH ROUND—Welsh forced the 
fighting, opening with a left to the face, 
an operation which he quickly re- 
peated. Ritchie's blows continually fell 
short, while Welsh, setting a furious 
pace, got several blows to the body and 
got the better of the infighting. It 
was Welsh’s round. 


|eeENTH ROUND—Welsh forced the 


fighting, scoring repeateMy on Ritchie's 
jaw. He then eluded one of Ritchie's 
famous right crosses. Welsh had the 
beiter of the fight thus far. 


ELEVENTH ROUND — Welsh, who 
came up smartly, landed a sharp left on 
the face. Ritchie again failed to reach 
the spot effectively with his busy right. 
The fighting was hard and fast, Ritchie 
regaining some of his ginger. 

TWELFTH ROUND—Welsh scored a 
left hook on Ritchie's neck. Ritchie re- 
peatedly led left handers, but Welsh al- 
ways was too quick for them. 
Welshman scored three or four punches 
in this round, but they seemed to make 
no impression on the American, who 
showed great stamina. 

THIRTEENTH ROUND — Ritchie 
smartened up and landed two atraight 
rights on the face anda sharp uppercut. 
The American forced the fighting all 
through the round, Welsh slowing up 
considerably. It was a good round, all 
in favor of Ritchie. 

FOURTEENTH ROUND—The Ameri- 
can puta short left on the body. Later 
he repeated with the right. The fighting 
was fast and fierce to the end of the 
round. This, also, was Ritchie's round. 

FIFTEENTH ROUND—The first half 
of the round was a hugging match, with 
both men working hard in the clinches, 
Welsh trying to wear his opponent down. 
There were two rallies, but no damage 
was done. The round was even, 

SIXTEENTH ROUND—There was 
more infighting, each receiving stiff 
blows to the face. The Welshman 
ducked a terrific right hander. The 
fight continued a fine exhibition of box- 
ing by Welsh, who played for the face, 
while the American tried for a body 
knockout. 

SEVENTEENTH ROUND—The men 
again went into a clinch at the sound 
ofUhe gong. Upon breaking Ritchie 
landed a hard left hand swing on the 
face and followed it with a series of 
sharp body blows. Ritchie pushed the 
fighting and appeared stronger. Welsh 
covered well and was too quick for his 
opponent. 

EIGHTEENTH ROUND—Ritchie bled 
fromthe mouth. This was a fast round, 
in which strength against quickness 
continued to be displayed, but the 
Welshman got a little the better of it. 

NINETEENTH ROUND—Welsh was 
given great applause, being the favor- 
ite with the crowd, but Ritchie was do- 
ing the fighting. Welsh landed a right 
on the face and got one in return. There 
was one smart rally, in which honors 
were even. 

TWENTIETH ROUND—They started 
mixing hard with both hands for the 
body. Welsh dodged a flerce left upper- 
cut and gave the American a sharp left 
on the cheek. The fight ended with the 
swiftest kind of work, the Weishman 
pressing the American around the ring 
in the last few seconds. He was carried 
out of the arena amid great cheering 
after being declared the winner on

CREDITTOWELSH 


Result of Victory Over 
Ritchie in London Causes 
Little Surprise. 


BRITON TOO SKILLFUL. 


Draw for American Best 
Hoped For by Most Opti- 
mistic Friends Here. 


Boxing critics of Chicago, after an- 
alyzing the result of the Welch-Ritchie 
battle, did not hesitate last night to give 
all credit to the clever English boxer for 
‘his vicory over the champion. The re- 
sult caused but little surprise in fight 
circles, a majority of the experts ad- 
vancing the opinion that in view of the 
defeat received at the hands of Welsh in 
their 1911 battle im Los Angeles, a draw 
in yesterdey’s fight would have been 
about the best Ritchie could have hoped 
for. 

' That local followers of the game doubt- 
ed the ability of Ritchie to beat the holder 
of the British title was indicated by the 
light betting on yesterday's result. What 
little money did change hands was placed 

with the odds heavily in favor-of Weish. 

Some of the opinions follow: 

|FRANK HOUSEMAN—Il cannot say 

| ‘that I was much surprised at the result 

| of the fight. It is generally conceded 
| that as a boxer Welsh is the best man 

| of bis weight in the world. Ritchie is a 

' 


rugged and willing boy, but he lacks 
the skill possessed by Welsh. I talked 
with several of Chicago's leading fight 
fans and a draw was the best a ma- 
jority of them would concede to Ritchie. 
Welsh evidently planned to win the 
fight on points and took no chances on 
recejving a wallop from Ritchie that 
might have put him out. If the fight 
had been a finish one Ritchie's chances 
would have been better. It looks to me 
as if that beating Willie received at 
Milwaukee had set him back consid- 
erably. 

HARRY GILMORE—I thought all 
along that Welsh would win, therefore 
the news that the Britisher took the 
title did not surprise me. Ritchie has 
cone well in some fights and ceserves 
credit, but he hardly can be classed 
with Welsh. The Englishman is very 
clever and undoubterly is the best man 
of his weight in the game today. He 
is far cleverer than Ritchie, slips his 
head better, and is a past master at 
leading with his left, which counts more 
than anything else when a @@hteris out 
to win on points. Itis hard tosee whom 
we have on this side now that would be 
able to Kring the champ,onship to Amer- 
ica. Charlie White undoubtedly would 
put up a’ good fight, but hardly goed 
enough to whip the clever Welsh, 
SMILEY” CORBETT—I rather ex- 
pected Ritchie to win. Welsh isa great 
little fighter—one of the best ever deve]- 
oped—and 1 looked for him to win the 
first ten rounda. From the half way 
point I expected Ritchie to more than 
even up matters and .hought sure be 
would outpoint Welsh at theend, Yea, 
I must admit I made a bad guess. lam 
afraid it will be a long time before 
Welsh comes to America to defend bis 
title. : 

BILL O°’CONNBLL—In all of his lead- 
ing fights Welsh has shown himself to 
be clever at jabbing and blocking. What 
is more, he is a great ring general, and 
at no stage of the game could I see 
where Ritchie had more than an outside 
chance to whip him. I would have likcd 
to see the lightweight chan pionship re- 
remain on this side of the water, but you 
have to give it to the Englishmen when 
they are able to produce such 6 clever 
boy as Welsh. ° 


WHITE SEEKS WELSH TITLE; 
SENDS BRITON CHALLENGE. 


Chicagoan, Training for Yoakum 
Fight in Denver, Anxiously 
Awaits Reply from England. 


Denver.. Colo., July 7,—[Special.]—Charley 
White. who is to fight Stanley Yoakum here 
on July 14, declared tonight that he had. ex- 
pected Welsh to defeat Ritchie.
